which I haue receiued from a Gentle- 
man of worth and qualicte. 

You mult therefore vnderitand, that 
the Engliſh Army now lying before the 
Cittads Sf hauing reached themſzlues 
{trongl-, labour continually to drawe 
their "-pproaches and batteries neerer, 
and al:nough rhe earthis ill to tc ice 
(as being al-ogerhzr Rocky or Sandy) 
yet our men being encouraged vvith te 
preſence of their General, haue atlength 
(chough not without ſvwweec and danger) 

raiſed a new Reintrenchment and Bat- 
terie. 

Be{id-s,our Souldiers who {upplic the 
place of Pioners, haue juncke a Mine of 
the Enemies, nere the Foundtioa of the 
vemoſt Coun:ericarffe, by rhe blowing 
vp whereof, uhey lope CO OPEN A breach 
bur they do- not {pring this Mine as yer, 
expectiug thole Reinforcem?2nts, which 
are to come from Enzland, vpon whole 
arriuall, we doabr nor, but that the Ene- 
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want of neceſſary accomodations) will 
ſurrender vp the Fort withour any fur- 
ther inforcement. 

Our approaches are brought {o neere 
ynto the Enemies, that wee are able to 
throw a Coite from our works to theirs, 
and thelike may they doe, from theirsto 
ours, But if all other courſes of Con- 
queſts ſhould faile, we are affured by all 
probable aduertiſements, and conie- 
Etures, that the beltedged cannor hold 
out long, they being ſo much necelsira- 
ted for want of victualls, as hauing re« 
ceived no reliefe fromthe Continent, 
neuer ſince the beginning of the Stedge. 

Our men haue them fo continuall in 
the eye, that they dare not looke ouer 
their workes for feare of our Canon,and 
Musket ſhot. 

Our Souldiers deliver brane teſtimo- 
nies of reſolution anc valour, ſo that by 
the very confeſsion of the Enemie, they 
are reputed as daring men as any are in 


the World. 
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To which actions of Honour, they arc 
not ſo much encouraged by the precept 
of Diſcipline, as by the Example of their 
Generall, who cheeriſherh the valient,in- 
| -| courageth the wauering, and puniſherh 
'N (chough mildely) che {lochfull and yn- 
actiue Souldier, and beſides his perſonall 
night-watches, and walking of the firft 
round, hee doth perſonally preſenthim- 
{clfe in the Face of all neceſſary dangers. | 

Which motiues of preſident doe fo 
ſtrongly confirme the vertue of our Eng- 
liſh, that like men lauiſh of their lives, 
they aduenture them(clues to all perrills, 
and hazards. 

So that if they were not reſtrained by 
the curbe of Military obedience, they 
could hardly be kept backe from aſſaul. 
ting the Fort without command, 

Yet there are ſome maleuolent ſpirits 
who are luke-warme in affetion, either 
tothe Duke, or to the cauſe, haue main 
rained with an opinionatiue obſtinacy, 
that the taking of the Fort is nat ſeazable, 
yet

yet our men who are there ingaged, 
(amongſt whom there are diuers 1ol1d 
judgements) doe as confidently beleeue, 
'as if they had diſplayed their Enfignes 
ypon the walles thereof already, chat 
they ſhall bee maſters of it vpon the 
firſt arrivall of the next ſupplics from 
England. 

T he Fort (notwithſtanding rumour 
hath blzzed the contrary) is very ill pro» 
uided of Victualls and other neceſflaries, 
for beſides the want of water and fucll, 

(the want whereof is the interdiQtion 
of Mankinde) they are very much di- 
ſtreſſed for want of Bread, Fleſh and 
other neceſlaries; fince the cutting off 
their Condits, 2nd poy ſoning of their 
Well, they haue no ocher freſh warer, 
but what they make ſhifc to receine vp- 
on Sheets hung vp-in the ayre for that 
purpoſe of receiuing that vncertaine in- 
fluence of the Heavens, which was 4 
great refreſhment ynrothe Encmie. 

B. Their 
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Their Bread 1s allotted and ilHlowed 
vnto the Souldiers that are in the Citta- 
dell by ſmall proportions,fur cachoneof 
them hath leſle then halte a pound a day 
for his nour {hment. 

Alſo the like is done to their Water, 
for which chey may thanke Gd that 
this Aucumaall we:t weather tcl] ou: {o 
luckily. 

All cheir Horſes (which Heng of the 

choiſeſt breede of France, were ordai- 
ned for the Saddle, & not for the Palace) 
are Either killed for want of water, or 
caten for tne faisfying of the hungry 
Souldiers : ſo that they haue nor lo 
much as one Horle lefc aliue, nor any 
freſh Victualls to relecue themſclues 
vwithall. 

'They are onelie cheriſhed with 
windie hopes of ſuccour from the c-n- 
tinent, Which thoſe of Anzoliſme and 
Poifowe promile, bur this is likero bee 
meere winde without ſuccelle, wichou: 
efſe&: for his Excellency kaowing that 
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preuention is the ſpirit of polli cie and the 
hfe of offence and defcnce, hath vied 
juch pr.-u1ſ1c6nall comles of interception, 
that 10 BUmane realon 1t 1s not to bee 
{iccou C 1. 

i he French King hath beene molt 
d-/peratly licke at Villeroy and as we here 
he 3s not yer perfectly recoucred, 

The Count uf Sorfſons ( x ho fled » 

laſt yeare into Sany, being dilcontented 
with the gourrnement of France ) 
m :xlag newe leuies ag inſt che Kmz, 
and as 1: 151epor ted, dtuers other Princes 
ftand vpon theire guards and proper 
GEſNtiiC''s | 

"The Rocle%rs receiue our ficke men 
willioly, and en'erta1ne our Souldiers 
who come to the 1 ow ne, with all re- 
jpect* of loue and counche. 

Notwithſtanding the care of his 
Excellencie : ſome of our men ( bur the ſe 
nt many) have faileni1to Axes and 0- 
ther dileales, by eariny of Grapes and 
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drinking of Wine, which agrees not 
with Engliſh bodies as well as beere, 
that drinke being moſt agreeing with 
nature, 'which is firſt vied from our [n- 
fancie, Thoſe that are ficke and vwoun- 
ded are carefully looked vato by Phy. 
cians Chirurgions, and if chey want 
freſh meate his Excellencies care is ſuch, 
that he cauſech preſent proviſion to bee 
madefor them,ſo that very fewe of them 
dye, by meanes of thele neceflary and 
carcfull helpes. 

His Excellence hath giuen a firictand 
ſpeciall charge to all the Phyfitians and 
Chyrurgians to ſee their ſtore well pro- 
uided of all neceſſary medicinalls for a 
winter Leaguer. 

Likewiſe his Excellence hath cauſed a 
Proclamation to bee publiſhed of late, 
that no man ſhould ftirre out of his 
quarters ypon paine of a ſcuere penalty, 
for fearethat the Enemie ſhould make 
any deſperate attempt or lally which as 


yet 


yetthey neuer attempted. 

The French King hath ſent diverſe 
companies of Foote,andtroopes of Hor{e 
into the land of Oleren, butby G ops 
aſſiſtance and the complying of our in« 
duſtry. we ſhall keepe them from ſuc« 
couring the belecged. |
